By a letter from Falmouth, of undoubted authority, 
we have the following very important intelligence : 

On Friday lait a feaman who was wrecked in the 
Amazon frigate, and who has ‘juft effeéted his efcape 
from Breft, made oath at the Cuftomhoufe at Fal- 
mouth, that he had been employed at Breft the laft 
fix weeks in working on one of the rafts—that two of 
them were now afloat in the harbour, and nearly ready 
—that they have each a citadel, lined in the infide with 
hides—that they carry each 78 pieces of cannon of 
a large calibre, and that they are to be worked by hor- 
fes, ating on a wheel with wings, which will produce 
all the effect of oars, but in a greater degree. 

The Dutch Admiral’s flag thip the Jupiter, with 
her ftores, has been abide: 7 by Government for 
10,0001. 

Monday morning, a French cartel, which was on the 
point of failing from Deptford for France, with prifon- 
ers, was fearched by two Cuftomhoufe officers, and a. 
bag full of letters found concealed in the veffel, diredted 
to differ in F; whigh was Ggeed tad} 
fent to the Cuftomhoufe, and ftom thence conveyed to 
the Secretary of State’s Office. 

In cores of repeated complaints from the Cape 
of Good Hope of the great want of fuel in that fettle- 
ment, in{tructions have been given by Government for 
as extenfive and early a fupply as poflible ; and on this 
oocafion all thips going to India are to touch there, or 
thofe immediately bound thither, are to load with coals 
inftead of ballaft. 

A very confiderable addition,and reinforcement is or- 
dered to the coalting trade convoy, from the Frith of 
Forth to the Humber, and from the Hamber to the 
mouth of the Thames, for protedtion of the coal trade 
in particular ; as it has been found that the French and 
Dutch privateers find thofe veffels their beft prizes, on 
account of the {carcity of fuel in Holland, Flanders, 
and even France. 

The fate of the Prince Frederick, extra fhip, from 
Bengal, is at length desided beyond the poffibility of a 
doubt, by the arrival of Mr Kean, an afliftant furgeon, 
who partook of all the’ diftreffes experienced by the 
crew previous to her finking off Teneriffe. For above 
ten preceding days, the fhip’s company had only the 
fcanty allowance of a bottle of beer per day for every 
three men ; all hands during moft part of that time had 
been kept to the pumps, which were at length com- 
pletely choked up by the indigo, which oozed through 
the fides. From the cargo bulging in almoft every 
direction, it was generally imagined the ribs of the vei- 
fel would be beaten ‘to pieces ; and, no hopes of fuc- 
cour remaining, the crew, with that cuftomary ideo- 
tifm which defperation in thefe very diftrefling in- 
ftances too often producés, rifled every article be- 
tween decks, broke open the officers chefts, and pier- 
ced the cafks of Madcira—molt of them foon be- 
came completely inebriated. =In this {tate of diforder, 
the Captain and Officers,.on. the gth day of their dif. 
trefs, obferved two. large veffels at a confiderable dif- 
tance ; guns were fired, and at length one of the fhips 
blew up; the other came within two miles of the elated 
beholders, and then changed her courfe; the fucceed- 
ing morning another fhip came within nearly the fame 
diftance, and as fuddenly took another track; to her 
fucceeded a French frigate, the Infurgent, to whom the 
Prince Frederick of courfe ftruck; all but two of the 
crew were helped on board, one of them fell overboard, 
the other, refufing all affiftance, fwore he would fink 
with the fhip; in lefs than ten minutes, the Prince Fre- 
derick, one of the richeft veffels of her fize ever freight- 
ed from the Eatt, gave herfelf and valuable catgéto the 
deep. The reception which the Captain and Officers 
received from their Captain, was exactly the reverfe of 
what they would have received from a Britith crew. 
Mr Kean, on gaining the deck of the Infurgen:, im- 
mediately loft a valuable watch, and every thing worth

“ their real intereft without either mercantile jealoufy 
“* or national animofity, the commerce of France might 
“ be more advantageous to Great Britain than of any 
*¢ other country, and for the fame reafon that of Great 
‘* Britain to France. France is the neareft neighbour 
** to Great Britain. In the trade between the fouthern 
* coaft of England and northern and north-weftern 
* coaft of France, the returns may be expe@ted in the 
‘¢ fame manner as in the inland trade, viz. four, five, 
“ or fix times in the year. The capital, therefore, em- 
** ployed in this trade could in each of the two coun- 
“< tries keep in motion four, five, or fix times the quan- 
* tity of induftry, and afford employment to four, five, 
* or fix times the number of people which an equal ca- 
* pital could do in the greater part of the other branch- 
** es of foreign trade.”” We add, may not the loyal 
fubje&, the true,patrioy, be fuppofed carneltly to with 
that futh & g derftanding might take place between 
the two powers as may preferve the treaty of commerce 
between France and England which has reflected fo 
much credit on the adminiftration of Mr Pitt? 








VOLUNTARY SUBSCRIPTIONS. 


At length, we are told, the bufinefs of the contri- 

bution at the Bank has affumed a practicable fhape.— 
Three defcriptions of books are opened ; the firft to 
receive fums of money on account, or in difcharge of 
the affeffment ; on this book appear, perhaps, 100 names, 
for fums paid from 20l.to 1oool. The fecond book 
is to receive the fubfcriptions of thofe who make vo- 
luntary contributions in money; amongft a variety of 
other names are the Lord Chancellor, Lord Kenyon, 
Lord Carrington, Lord Bridport, Mr Pitt, Mr Dun- 
das, and the Speaker, for 2000]. each; and Lord 
Cremorne, Admiral Colpoys, Mr Rofe fen. and Mr 
Rofe, jun. for roool. A third book is now opened 
to receive fub{criptions for voluntary contributions pay- 
able quarterly. We have not had an opportunity to 
afcertain the amount on this book.—The whole toge- 
ther may amount to about 100,000l. 
An advertifement from the Bank, ftating the nature 
of the arrangements made to receive the fubfcriptions, 
would conduce materially to the fuccefs of the meafure. 
It is with infinite difficulty that any information on the 
fubjeét can at prefent be even obtained in London.— 
Whatever credit may attach to private intelligence, yet 
on fuch a fubjeét information from authority is-doabtlefs 
expected. 

One hint more appearsto us important. How is it 
poflible for perfons living 100 miles and upwards from 
London, to make their contributions at the Bank? If 
any thing is really intended to be done, books muft be 
opened at Briftol, Liverpool, Hull, Manchefter, and 
other great towns, under the fanction of the Mayor, or 
Chief Magiftrate of the place, who may tranfmit the 
names weekly to the Bank of England. We are too 
apt to confider London as the nation, and in this in- 
{tance particularly fo. 

The Corporate Bodies in London might fet a good 
example, by only paying in their affeflment in round 
fums ; fuch as the India Company, Bank, Affurance 
Offices, Public Companies, &c. 

Yefterday, we underftand that the voluntary fubferip- 
tions at the Bank amounted to about fifty thoufand 
pounds. The unfortunate circumftances which retard- 
ed the opening of the fubfcription being got over, we 
now hope to fee the national fpirit burft forth with its 
wonted energy. 

Three defcriptions of books are now opened at the 
Bank ; the firft to receive fums of money -on account, 
or in difcharge of the affeflment. The fecond book is 
to receive the fubfcriptions of thofe who make voluntary 
contributions in money; and a third to receive fubfcrip- 
tions for ogg contributions payable quarterly.

NORMAN-CROSS BARRACKS. 

As the following defcription, which may be depend- 
ed on as authentic, may be of ufe in removing preju- 
dices, and in fhewing the comfortable fitwation of pri- 
foners of war in England, contrafted with the cruel 
treatment of our brave countrymen in France, we rea- 
dily lay it before the Public. 
The barracks and prifon of Yaxley, or Norman- 
Crofs, are fituated four miles from Peterborough, and 
fix from Stilton, and are capable of containing 20,000 
men. They are founded ona gravelly eminence, com- 
manding a fine view of the circumjacent country-— 
The prifon yard (in the centre) is divided into four 
areas, by the interfeétion of two wide ftreets, in the 
centre of which ftands a ftrong blockhoufe,{fo infulated, 
that two carriages may drive round it abreaft ; from 
its roof is a commanding view of the whole. 
The fquare yards, within which are the lodging 
and cooking rooms, are inclofed with palifadoes of 
oak, ftrictly guarded ; a very lofty inclofure of fplit 
oak timber encircles the whole, far faperior to a brick 
wall, as through the interftices a perpetual current of 
ait is admitted. Between thofe les is a continual 
patrole, and at the two great barrier gates a Captaiti’s 
guard. ‘The barracks for the foldiers, which are regu 
lar buildings, are without the laft mentioned pallifade. 

By this judicious and humane » the prifoners 
have the benefit of air and exercife ; and when 7000 
Frenchmen were lately confined there, they employed 
themfelves in fabricating ftraw boxes, domino tables, 
and toys of bone to fuch advantage, that they have 
been known to. receive from different vifitors on a 
fingle Sunday, from two to two hundred and fifty 
pounds.
